posed upon, for we cannot believe 
that he would so promptly and 
willfully disregard the President’s 
wishes in the matter of these ap- 
poiutments as to appoint men to 
represent localities where they 
have no legal residence. The gen- 
tleman whom Register Bruce has 
appoiptea to represent the Dis- 
trict of Columbia is not a citizen 
of the District, and fever has 
been. Ile isa loyal resident of 
the State of Virginia, and as 
such is entitled to a position such 
as he has been given, not only 
on account of his ability and 
prominence in the State, but on 
account of his usefulness to the 
colored race. Therefore, let Mr. 
John W. Cromwell be appointed 
from the State of Virginia if the 
people of that State wiil endorse 
him. The District of Columbia 
has plenty of bona fide citi- 
zens from whom Mr. Brace can 
select a Commissioner—in fact 
Washington bas more colored 
men capable of” representing a 
community creditably than any 
other city in the Union. Why 
not Register Bruce select all the 
Commissioners from here? Or, 
if he does not see fit to take them 
all here, why not take the man 
that is to represent Virginia from 
the District of Columbia. Turna- 
bout is fair play. 

It is strange indeed, that as 
long as Kegister Bruce has lived 
in Washington and enjoyed the 
friendship of its citizens, he is 
not acquainted with a sivgle soli- 
tary gentleman of color in the 
town to appoint as Commissioner. 
We do not believe that Register 
Brace is ungrateful, but he has 
certainly forgotten the many 
kindnesses of his Washington 
friends. Register Brace we learn, 
has also appointed Rev. W. B. 
Derrick for New York; Col. Wm. 
Murrell, of Baltimore, for Mary- 
land; Col. Geo. M. Arnold, for 
Virginia; W. J: Simmons, of 
Louisville, for Kentucky; James 


M. Vance, ot New Orleans, for 


Louisana; M. M. McLeod, for 
Mississippi; W. A. Pledger, for 
Georgia, and B. T. Tanner, for 
Philadelphia, Pa. It seems thut 
the Register managed to pick out 
all worthy and popular gentle- 
men for the States, but could find 
none in the District of Columbia.

AN RARTHOUAKE 


Cities and’ Towns on the Atlantic 
Coast Shaken. 


A Rumbling Roar, Rocking Build- 
ings and Terrified People. 


Cities and towns on the Atlantic coast 
have been shaken by an earthquake shock 
such as was never experienced before in ‘the 
section of the country, in which the convul- 
non of nature occurred. From Wash- 
ington, in the South, it was felt through 
Delaware, Eastern Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Eastern New York and New 
England. It was felt in its greatest strength, 
probably, along the New Jersey and Long 
[sland coast, but nowhere was any serious 
Jamage reported. From many places two 
thocks were reported, the first 
being generally reported at ai few 
minutes after 2 o'clock P. M., followed by the 
other, with an intermission of only a few sec- 
onds. A rumbling sound accompanied the 
shaking of the earth. The direction of the 
listurbance was given differently by the va- 
rious observers. 

Consternation was created out New 
York md by the visitation of the earthquake. 
lhe shock was the severest one ever known 
there. Buildings of every description were 
shaken on their foundations ip many 
uarters intense excitement prevailed. The 

»ck was accompanied by a low rumbling 
wound, and commenced at 2:11 o’clock, lasting 
en seconds. People who were taking their after- 
200n nap were startled from their slum- 
vers. From ths Battery to High Bridge the 


larm was general. The occupants of build- 
ngs rushed panic-stricken into the streets 
andl everyone was asking everybody else what 


it was. any women fainted from fright 
while others who were more collected turned 
dale in the anticipation that the worst was still 
«come. Many remained in the streets some 
time, fearing to go back into their houses. 
People on the streets felt the vibrations, but 
jid not hear the rumbling. Even some who 
were in their carriages say they noticed the 
shock, In the lower and more lightly con- 
structe | dwellings, the rocking motion was 
listinctly felt, but was not sufficient to move 
large articles of furniture. In residences, 
erockery and glassware were thrown from 
their shelves and broken. 

In Printing House square, New York city, 
the shock was pronounced. Persons who 
have had similiar experiences remarked that 
they had never known so distinct a vibration. 
On Sunday afternoons Park Row is always 
crowded with people passing to and fro over 
the bridge and by street cars from all parts of 


the city. Men and women stop sud- 
denly at the strange sensation and looked 
at one another in amazement. The first 


instant the jar was faint and distant, but as 
it increased into a heavy rumble and tremor 
pedestrians rushed from the sidewalks into 
the middle of the street and gazed with ex- 

ions of fearand wonder at the tall build- 
ngs. The real nature of the shock did not 
at first appear to be realized, but as it came 


with terthought some of the more 
cautious ones hurried into the City 
Hall park, until ‘a ~=—-_—s considerable 


crowd gathered there discussing the cause of 
the phenomenon. Janitors and families oc- 
cupying the office buildings presently made 
their appearance at the windows,and alarmed 
by the shock and the looks of the crowd, 
rushed into the streets. The general impres- 
sion prevailed at first that there had been an 
explosion in the neighborhood, and it was at- 
tributed to some of the boilers in the large 
printing establishments. As the real cause be- 
came known the excitement seemed to spread. 

The shock was also experienced in man 
villages, towns and cities of New England, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and Delaware. In 
some places it is reported as having been very 
severe although it was not accompanied by an 
serious damage to property, or injury to life 
or limb. At several points two shocks, one 
quickly succeeding the other, were ex- 
perienced, causing great consternation and 
driving the people into the streets. Some re- 
markable phenomena were observed in the 
Housatonic river, which rose in the form of 
two waves which started from the shores, met 
in the center of the stream and fell to a dead 
level with the roar like that of an explosion. 
From almost every city and town on the At- 
lantic coast and the States as far west as Ohio 
came reports of the earthquake’s visitation. 
Reports varied as to the extent of the earth- 
quake, but in many places it was sufficiently 
strong to set houses rocking, and it was 
accompanied by a rumbling sound that lasted 
for at least ten seconds. 

The great dining room of the Long Beach 
hotel, near New York, was c of its 
three hundred occupants in less than two 
minutes by: ths earthquake Sunday. 
The guests were first startled by a pro 
sound, as if some heavy ob- 
ject was being dragged along the floor over- 

Then the building began to rock, and 
the floor seemed to undulate. Some of the 
waiters dropped their trays and stood open- 
mouthed with fright. Several ladies uttered 
low screams and “Oh, mys!” and started to- 
ward the main door of the dining room. A 
few men lost their heads, pushed their 
chairs over on the floor, and dashed 
toward the partially barred doorways — 
out upon the veranda, A general panic fol- 
lowed, and during the next two minutes inde- 
scribable confusion reigned. Guests and 
waiters joined in a frantic rush for doors and 
windows. The stout bars across the veranda 
doorways Were broken down, and the bewil- 
dered crowd poured out upon the veranda and 
down the broad steps toward the beach. 
Some of the people thought that the building 
was coming down, and others believed there 
had been a boiler exnlosion. 

Similar experiences to the foregoing 
were reported from Coney Island, Long 
Branch and other seaside resorts. The area

‘The earthquake of 1868 in California 
was in much more severe than that in the 
East. It destroyed many buildings,caused loss 
of life, did a great deal of damage to interiors, 
cracked many buildings it did not throw down, 
threw some of the streets of San Francisco 
into ridges resembling sea waves solidified, 
and in Contra Costa and Alameda counties, 
in the latter of which it appeared to center, 
produced effects in many respects strikingly 
analagous to the work of the electrical storms 
or tornadoes which have wrought such havoc 
in the West. These effects consisted mainly 
in the evidence of a gyratory motion, shown 
in the twisting of trees, houses and chimnies. 

A New York paper concludes its editorial 
comments on the earthquake by saying: ‘‘The 
public of the States affected by the late shock, 
may console themselves with the reflec- 
tion that no really severe earthquake 
has occurred in this part of the world dur- 
ing the historical period, and that such shocks 
as that of yesterday are incapable of doing 
any damage, however alarmi they may 
seem to nervous persons.

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The Poyerty of Garfield and Lincoln, 


When General Garfield was on his way 
to Washington to be inaugura as 
President of the United States, John B., 
a well-known public man from Ashta- 
bula boarded the train. He had been 
one of Garfield’s pupils when the latter 
taught in a little log schoothouse in the 
back woods. As the teacher boarded 
with Mr. B—’s mother, they had been 
more intimate than is usual with master 
and scholar. 

Many significant stories were told when 
they met which illustrated the hard 
struggles of the future President in his 

outh. One was that, on some occasion 
he was invited to a country party, but on 
the very day it was to take — he split 
at the knee one leg of his trousers. 
He had but one pair of very coarse jeans, 
and no money to buy another. Garfield 
had sét his heart on going to the merry 
making, and was bitterly disappointed. 

“You go to bed,” said his hostess, ‘‘and 
let me see what I can do.” 

The teacher cbeyed, and in an hour 
received his trousers so neatly darned 
that it was impossible to find where they 
had been broken. He thanked her so 
earnestly that the good woman cried out 

‘‘Never mind, Mr. Garfield! When 
you're a great man in the Ohio Legisla- 
ture, nobody’ll ask you how many pairs 
of trousers you had when you taught up 
here in the Reserve!” 

This little incident recalls a story told 
of our other. martyred President. In
